THE CIVIC ATJDIT. 



The Government are deserving of 
praise. It was a right and proper 
thing for thorn to direct an audit of 
the Civic accounts. Tho Province is 
an endorser of City paper to tho 
amount of §150,000. The Mayor, 
six weeks ago, in open Council, pro 
claiinod tho City bankrupt. His words 
wore takon. down by tho roportors and 
published. Since that declaration 
was made the minds of ratepayers 
have been sorely exercised as to the 
condition of the finances of the City, 
A promised financial report had been 
delayed one month. A glance at tho 
books of tho Municipality disclosed tho 
Buspicioua fact that too minute-books 
aro kept for the record of tho business 
of the Council. A further examin - 
tion showed that largo sums of money 
had been paid to members of tho Cor- 
poration for services rendered by 
mythical persons. It came out that 
tho Elk Lake water for vbicb tbo citizous 
had paid 8150,000 to bavo brought to 
their doors had been farmed out to mon- 
opolists of which the Mayor was tbe chief. 
It was known that no public works were 
underweigb and that there vras little or 
nothing to show for a revenue of about 
850,000 annually drawn from tho ratepay- 
ers' pookets. Finally, it was discovered 
that the Inst issue of water debentures 
had been sold at a rate far below their 
market value aud that a considerable. Bum 
had been allowed tho purchasers a3 ac- 
oruod interest which had already beoD 
paid the Bank of British Xortk America 
for an advance of §33,000 for waterworks 
purpose?. Under these circumstances the 
Government, as stewards for the endor- 
sers, felt it in cumbont upon thorn to 
appoint an auditor and CDmmoiieo an ex; 
amination of tho civic books. Had the 
Government refused to adopt this course 
they would have failed in their duty to 
the Province aud must have faced a vote 
of censure in tho House. Wo observe 
that it is stuted in a certain quarter that 
the Mayor and Councillors tmvo 'nothing 
to foar from an audit. So much the bet- 
ter for the Corporation, and if such be the 
faot we cannot understand why there 
should be any opposition shown to the 
audit or why the independent gentleman 
who has been selected for the purpose 
should be insultingly referred to as "ono of 
Mr. Elliott's supporters" for whom a "job" 
had to be found. If the charges that have 
been formulated against the Corporation 
are untrue, nothing shonld give tbemom- 
bers of it greater pleasure than to have 
the fact made plain. Surely they are in 
no danger of misrepresentation at the 
hands of so impartial a critic as Mr. Bales 
is known to be.

The Railway Surveys. 

Trntoh's party, Division Y, C. P. 11. S., 
arrived here yesterday from their season's 
work on tho Mainland. They hayp been 
engaged surveying a line from Teto Jaune 
Cache for a distance of 40 milos in the 
direction of Fort Georgo and at a point 5 
miles below Castle River they connected 
with Keefer's party who havo been run- 
ning theuco also in Uio direction of Fort 
George, whilst Boll's party, operating 
from Fort George, connected their lino 
with Keefer's. A complete line thus 
exists between Teto Jaune Cacho and Fort 
George. Tho country through which 
Trntoh's party pussed is reported to con- 
sist principally of benches and swamps', 
but is devoid of canyons. Keofer's party 
aro however said to have oncountered a 
short but somewhat abrupt canyon. The 
country from Tote Jaune Cache towards 
Moose Lake is also moro or loss rugged. 
At tho present moment Keefer's party are 
surveying tho Frasor canyon from Lytton 
downwards. Hunter's party aro working 
from Boston Bar to connect with Keefer's 
lino, and McMillan's division is actively 
employed from Yale towards Hunter's 
starting point at Boston Bar. The river 
will have to bo crossed a number of times 
to avoid a considerable amount of tunnel- 
ing and work of a very heavy uature. Tho 
men are all in good health and will pro- 
bably close their labors within a fort- 
night. 

Special Meeting of the City Council. 

A special meeting of the* City Council 
was held yesterday afternoon to take into 
consideration the communication from the 
Government ordering an investigation of 
Corporation finances. Tho matter wtie 
discussed at somo length and the Clerk 
was finally instructed to give the auditor 
free eceoss to tho books and accounts.

| . A Tragedy in Scotland. 

An Htllnburgli Morolmnt Muxdora His tyro 
Children and Commits Suloide; 

(Loudon Dispatch, Bopfonihe'r 24.) 
On Saturday afternoon a slato and 
marble merchant, namod Alexander 
C. Murray, murdered his two chidren 
with an axe, in tho drawing-room of 
his houso, Ivossiyn-stroot, Pilrig, 
Edinburgh. After committing the 
terrible crime Murray ran to tho 
Edinburgh and Leith line of the 
North British Railway, and committed 
suicide by throwing himsolf in front 
of a £oods train. 

Tho Scotsman says that somo bus- 
iness settlements had boon causing 
Mr. Mrrray considerable worry. After 
dinner, which ho partook of with his 
wifo and family on Saturday, Mr. Mur- 
say proceeded to play with his children 
To tho littlo sick baby, in tho crib by 
tho drawing room rlre, ho giwo a 
number of toys, and with his boy, who 
was live and a half years old, and 
named Robert, ho commenced to roinp 
in a spirited and happy manner. Mrs. 
Murray left tho houso about 3 o'clock 
on a visit to her mother, and the last 
rho saw of her husband and family 
was baby Edith crowing in tho cradle, 
and Mr. Murray acting as a horso to 
his young son, who hold roins of string 
attached to his father's arms. 
There was a servant girl in tho estab- 
lishment. A large heavy axo, which 
was used for breaking coals, lay in the 
kitchen, and it is behoved that Mr. 
Murray sent his littlo boy for this fearful 
instrument, for although tho girl does 
not remember seeing " woo Robert" 
in tho kitchen, sho is certain hor mas- 
tor himsolf did not como there for it. 
At any rate tho hatchet was got, and 
Murray must first havo murderod his 
son, and then rushed across tho room 
to tho cradlo and killed the baby. 
AVhilst the man had gone to tho rail- 
way station and committed suicide, 
tho distressing state of mattors within 
the houso had been discovered by the 
servant girl. Sho, undisturbed by any 
noise or by any seufllo, had remained 
unalarmed while tho horrible deeds 
wore being committed so near her. 
Sho had boon tinware of her master's 
departure, and whon, about four, the 
afternoon post brought a letter for 
Mr. Murray she proceeded with it up- 
stairs to tho drawiug-room. Repeated 
knocks at the door bringing no res- 
ponse sho at last looked into- the room. 
Too much shocked and frightened to 
enter beyOnd|the door she tied to the 
adjoining houso, occupied by Mr and 
Mrs. Cowie. Mrs. Cowio returned 
with her. In tho drawing-room there 
were fouud, maimed and shattered, 
tho victims of tho tragedy. On tho 
floor near tho fire-place lay the hoy — a 
spectacle scarcely to be looked upon 
— Irs Lead, resdug in a pool of blood, 
having been laid open by a blow so 
severe as to cause not only tho brains 
to protrude behind, but also the loft 
«yo to Ktnrt from the socket. Iu the 
bassinet, which was laid upon two 
chair 8 opposite tho lire-place, tho littlo 
child lay with her head frightfully 
disfigured, a deep gash having been 
inflicted behind tho left ear, and 
another above the loft eye, while her 
neck was all but cut asunder. Doctors 
wero called iu- In the case of tho 
baby life was found to bo quite extinct 
and though the boy, who had been 
first discovered lying, not upon the 
hearth rug, but upon a newspaper 
which had been spread on tho floor by 
plumbers who wero working on the 
house in tho forenoon, was not dead 
when first examined, he was nerve 
conscious, and died within threo hours 
after the occurrence.

Australasia. 

From tho Sydney 'Herald' wo glean 
tho following. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

The Sydney University has for tho. 
first time exercised its privileg e of re- 
turning a representative to Parliinnenl;. 
This privilege is conferred by the Elec- 
toral Act, which provides that so soon 
as there are in connection with tho in- 
stitution one hundred superior gradu- 
ates, it shall bo entitled to exorcise the 
power of oloction. The large tract of 
country known as the Yanko Creok 
Reserve will shortly bo thrown open 
to selection. It occupies about 120,- 
000 acres of tho finest land in the 
colony. 

At the latter part of last month, Mi 
Simon, French Consul, waited upon 
his Excellency, tho Govornor, and in- 
formed him that the Fronch Govern- 
ment would shortly havo under con- 
sideration a proposal to grant free 
pardons to about COO Communists. 
M. Simon added that ho folt sure tho 
Fronch Government would bo unwill- 
ing to do anything distasteful to the 
Government of this colony, and would, 
if such a'dosiro wore exprossed, take 
measures to divort tho pardoned men 
from Australia. 

The unsettled stato of affairs on the 
European Continout has induced tho 
Government to exercise, without loss 
of time, the power given by tho Par- 
liament iu the late session to increase 
the numerical strength of tho Dofenco 
Force by raising a second battery of 
permanent artillery. 

There is but littlo of special noto to 
record iu connection with mining for 
tho past month. With regard to "gold, 
tho operations of tho minors aro being 
carried on at tho various fields with 
either tolerable results, or with grati- 
fying prospects of success. We iearn 
of a fresh discovery of gold in a pros- 
pecting area near Fraser's lead, and 
four miles from Gulgong. 

VICTOIUA. 

Tho Assembly has declined to en- 
franchise fomalo rato-payers. Various 
amendments wero proposed, but 
opposed by the Government as being 
outside tho scope of the measure. 

The question of defenses has natur- 
ally commanded additional attention 
since the rumors of war first reached 
us from Europe and tho matter has 
been discussed in Parliament and by 
tho press. Tho Treasurer is writing 
by the mail to tho imperial authorities 
for an experienced engineer officer to 
come over. 

The Electoral bill was read a second 
timo without division. A motion to 
prevent dual voting was negatived, 
and a motion prohibiting meetings in 
public houses between the day of 
nomination and tho day of polling waB 
negatived by a majority of one only. 

A bill has been introducod to abol- 
ish the system of payment to members 
of tho Council, and has been read a 
first time. 

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

Distressing nowB has been received 
from the agricultural areas. In ono 
place tho farmers aro turning tho cattle 
into tho crops; at another, 200 acres 
of growing crops wero offered for £25 
and refused. 

The Superintendent of Telegraphs 
of Western Australia hopes to com- 
plete the wire to Eucla by noxt Feb- 
ruary. 

It is reported that thero has been 
a discovcrv of nickel silvornoar Mount 
Lofty. 

Rain fall in some districts iu tho 
north brightened agricultural pros- 
pects

foreign Ambassador at tho Court of 
St. James, and resident in tho neigh- 
borhood of Windsor Castle, has pro- 
cured a carriage of precisely tho same 
peculiar build as those in which the 
Queen is driven about Windsor; hor 
horses aro high-stepping grays of 
exactly similar shade and height to 
tho royal steeds, and to complete tho
